Fire Protection Would Be Cheaper 


On Thursday afternoon, April 21, Czar experienced the 
worst fire in many years. The Alberta Pool and National ele- 
vators were burned to the ground and the upper part of the 
Searle was damaged. 


A great deal of credit is due the Provost fire department 
which answered the call for help so readily. All available fire 
equipment was used to try and extinguish the flames at first 
but the wind being so strong made it impossible to overcome. 
However with the aid of the C.P.R engine as a reserve for 
the water pump from Provost the flames in the Searle ele- 
vator were brought under control. 


Late last week anxiety was still being felt as to the wheat 
and wood still burning. Men and trucks have been doing a 
great deal of work to get the burning wheat moved away. 
Volunteers from town have been on watch all day and night 
since the fire. And have been pumping water whenever signs 
of new burning appears. 


We have before editorialized on the need of modern up- 
to-date fire equipment for each town and village. A few thou- 
sand dollars for a fire truck capable of delivering a steady 
water “foam” under pressure, immediately available in Czar, 
would possibly have saved $50,000.00 in fire losses,

soonet we’ll save money.

review continues, ‘it may be that 
the budget has not overshot the 
mark and will prove a valuable 
offset to more pronounced defla- 
tionary tendencies than have yet 
developed in this country, or than 
were apparently foreseen by earl- 
ier optimistic official forecasts of 
the national income for 1949. 

“Should this be so, the budget 
will have achieved the dual objec- 
tive of popular appeal and of de- 
Sirability on broad economic 
grounds.” 

The general satisfaction on the 
part of a tax-weary public rather 
tended to becloud the fact that 
the government had budgeted for 
yet another increase in expendi- 
tures, the B. of M. remarks. While 
most of the increase might be ac- 
counted for by additional defence 
requirements, it was apparent that 
ordinary peace-time outlays show- 
ed no sign of diminishing. 

NO INCOME TAX 
FOR TWO IN THREE 

“A significant and related fact,” 
the bank adds, “is that, with the 
removal of some 750,000 taxpayers 
from the personal income tax roll 
by the raising of ‘exemptions, the 
number of persons now subject to 
direct levy on income has been re- 
duced to about 1,600,000. 

“Since the Canadian working 
force is estimated at approximate- 
ly 5,000,000 persons, it follows that 
about two out of every three of 
these will not be directly aware, 
through even nominal deductions 
from income, of the cost of gov- 
ernmental services that the com- 
munity demands.” , 

The cost must nevertheless be 
borne, the review amphasizes, and 
henceforward to an increased de- 
gree the public will pay it in the 
form of hidden taxes. 


B. of M. Studies 
“Cyclical Taxation” 


MONTREAL, — An appraisal of 
Canada’s 1944 budget in relation 
to theories of cyclical taxation oc- 
cupies much of the Bank of Mont- 
real’s latest monthly Business Re- 
view, which waS issued today. 


“From the standpoint of its pro- 
visions and the economic assump- 
tions upon which they apparently 
rest,” the B. of M. says, “the new 


to that of year ago.” 


The 1948 budget, it points out, 
devoted a substantial surplus to 
debt reduction and provided virtu- 
ally no tax relief. It was thus “a 
notable example of the practical . 
application of cyclical fiscal theory 
to meet an inflationary situation.” 
The present budget anticipated 
only a nominal surplus in the cur- 
rent fiscal period and provided 
tax reductions totalling approxi- 
mately $369 millions on the basis 
of a full year’s operations. 

“These tax concessions,” the 
statement notes, “taken in con- 
junction with the disbursement of 
$250 millions of refundable per- 
sonal income tax d retroactive 
payments of about $214 millions to 
western wheat growers amount, in 
aggregate, to a very sizable stimu- 
lus to consumer spending power. 
THEORY AND PRACTICE 

“The question obviously arises 
whether underlying conditions, 
present and prospective, have al- 
tered to the extent that must be 
inferred from such a reversal of ° 
the budgetary position.” 

Only to raise this question, the 
B. of M. stresses, points up a fun- 
damental difficulty in the theory 
that a government’s budget can 
be made to compensate for fluc- 
tuations in consumer and business 
spending, thus serving as an eco- 
nomic balance wheel. 

“On paper the theory is attrac- 
tive,” the bank comments. “But 
one must ask. whether, in practice, 
it is within the power of any gov- 
ernment to foresee the swings of 
the business cycle and, presumably 
strictly aloof from political con- 
siderations, accurately to time 
major changes in taxation policy 
so that the result will be a con- 
tribution to stability.

RAILWAY SHUNTING 
BY RADIO 

Railway shunting engines at one 
of Britain's largest freight yards 
have been. equipped with radio 
telephones. It is an experiment 
sponsored by the railway executive 
to test the efficiency of radio- 
telephony for control of freight 
traffic. It is the first time that 
such a system has been employed 
for railway work in Britain. It is 
being used on certain railway 
systems in the United States. If 
United Kingdom trials now being 
made are successful radio-control 
may be installed at freight depots 
throughout the country.

CITY POLICE 
CRACK DOWN 
ON SHOOTINGS 


This spring police and civic 
officials in Edmonton started a 
serious crackdown on youngsters 
using firearms, air rifles and sling- 
shots. 


Increasing concern over fire- 
arms in the hands of youngsters 
developed ‘into. action following 
death of a south side schoolboy in 
a sham gunfight with .22 rifles, 
and complaints from street rail- 
way officials that passengers nar- 
rowly escaped injury when some- 
one took potshots at street cars 
on the High Level bridge. 

Springtime always has been a 
dangerous time of year, with 
juveniles armed with all sorts of 
weapons—out hunting the first 
gophers, rabbits, and birds, or 
taking shots at bottles on a fence. 
Sometimes the potting at bottles 
became dull, or gophers were hard 
to find, and the youngsters turned 
to sham battles or to ambushing 
passers-by. 


The danger of playing with guns 
was suddenly driven home to two 
south side youngsters when their 
companion, young Roden Case, 
was killed during a mock battle 
with live .22 ammunition. During 
an inquest into the boy's death his 
companions tearfully said they had 
played a similar game before and

NARROW ESCAPES 


A CPR baggage-man inside a 
coach crossing the High Level 
bridge narrowly escaped injury 
when a missile smashed through a 
window by his head. Similar com- 
plaints were received from street 
car passengers on the _ bridge. 
Police said they thought the mis- 
siles were fired from sling shots 
below the bridge. 

A get-tough policy against 
juvenile offenders caught with 
weapons was issued to Edmonton’s 
policemen and one constable was 
loaned to juvenile authorities to 
bring in the culprits. By April 25, 
five cases of wilful, damage 
through shooting were filed with 
juvenile authorities. 

Five youngsters had firearms 
confiscated while shooting along 
railway tracks near 116 street. 
Reports of two boys being hit by 
air gun pellets were recorded. Two 
youngsters playing on Stony Plain 
road added realism to their play 
by ‘‘ambushing”’ an Indian with an 
air rifle. 

In addition to personal injuries, 
property damage mounted as 
youngsters took shots at windows, 
railway and highway signs, and 
railway waterbarrels. 

PARENTS TO BLAME 

Opinions varied on what should 
be done to curb the increasing 
vandalism and personal injuries. 
Three civic authorities, Crown 
Attorney Donald G. Masson, Ju- 
venile Court Judge C. F. Willis, 
and Police Chief Reg. Jennings 
were inclined to blame the shoot- 
ings on home life and parental up- 
bringing. 

The suggested solution was to 
educate the parents in instructing 
their offsprings on the dangers of 
firearms. Some thought the onus 
should be on the. schools, but 
teachers pointed out that most 
schools have extensive safety-first 
programs in all grades. 

Edmonton's lusty Edmonton 
Bulletin recommended in an edi- 
torial that Constable D. (‘‘Doc’’) 
McNaughton’s junior police force 
plan should be revived to encour- 
age the kids to stay on the side 
of the law. The junior police plan 
has lapsed into the background as 
a result of mayoral opposition and 
opposition of some Home and 
School groups. 

Another approach taken by 
police was to crack down on people 
who sold firearms and ammunition 
to juveniles under 14 years of age

WE’VE BROUGHT 
BACK SOME 

In August, 1946, we took over 
publication of the Lougheed Jour- 
nal, Hardisty World, Amisk Advo- 
cate, Hughenden Record and Czar 
Clipper. For a year these papers 
were suspended and Mr. Betts, 
owner and publisher, was unable 
to interest any fellow printers or 
publishers in these towns until we 
took them over. However, one 
nearby publisher has since become 
interested in some of our towns 
down that line. 

The Killam News, which had 
been suspended for 25 years (it had 
formerly been published by Mr. 
Eastly, Sr., father of the present 
publisher of the Sedgewick Com- 
munity Press) was reorganized by 
us in November, 1946. We later 
established the Strome Star, Days- 
land Sun, Bawlf Banner, Millet 
Bulletin, Forestburg Free Press 
and Morinville Journal for towns 
that had had papers before and 
lost them. ‘ 

It will be 10 years from now 
before there are sufficient printers 
trained who would go into the 
country shop and it is a safe bet 
to say that if we hadn’t resumed 
publications of papers for these 
towns when we did, they’d have 
waited many years to have had 
their own papers. 

MORTALITY RATE 
STILL HIGH 

The Lac la Biche Herald sus- 
pended publication on December, 
1947 and we resumed in October, 
1948. The Beiseker Times and 
Rockyford Review dropped out of 
the picture in May, 1948, and we’ve 
just put them back in in the last 
few weeks. 

The Crossfield Chronicle quit in 
December, 1948, and we've also 
resumed publication of that paper. 
The Lamont Banner suspended in 


- October, 1948, and has not been 


resumed. 

Dean of Alberta Weekly pub- 
lishers, Mr. J. D. |Skinner of 
Sangudo is announcing suspension 
of the Lac Ste. Anne Chronicle, 
being unable to secure a printer to 
operate his well-equipped shop. 

The Edgerton Enterprise and 
Chauvin. Chronicle have been 
merged with the Wainwright Star 
and the Chauvin printing shop 
closed up. 

While so many towns are losing 
their paper, Boards of Trade in 
other towns have been anxious to 
get and hold papers. Smoky Lake, 
a town of 1,000 population want a 
paper. The merchants at Mann- 
ville got together and assisted the 
publisher to get a paper resumed.
